Way to expressions of sympatliy. 

2:20 Pp. M.—A representative of the Associated 
Press has just interviewed a preminent. director 
of the Metropolitan Bank, who says emphatically 
that the depositors will be paid in full. The de- 
posits which have been gone through, also all 
securities, and throwing out all classed doubtful, 
We have more than sufficient to pay the deposit- 
ors. The suspension is solely due to the fact that 
our depositors throughout the country having be- 
come scared threugh the attacks on the president 
of the bank, Mr. Sevey, had inaugurated a gen- 
ral withdrawal of their deposits.

The views of the financial troubles in New York 
was received here with the deepest interest. As 
the dispatches announcing the different failure 
came into the different banks, an eager crowd 
of officials and capitalists would gather round to 
hear who had gone up last. Everywhere the 
Opinion was confidentially expressed that the 
breakage could noi go further than Wall 
street and the Wall street banks. 
In St. Louis there is absolutely no dan 
ger, as no bank has deen advancing 
money upon railroad stocks as collateral to 
any extent worth taiking about. Indeed, as one 
banker put it, any bank in St. Louis could take 
up all the Stock-coliatera: held in the elty ana 
not feel the amount, if it was lost. Another fact 
which went to strengthen confidence if anything 
were needed was that not one of the broken in- 
stitutions was the correspondent of any St. Louis 
Bank, The Metropolitan National was the New 
| York correspondent of the Third National of Cin- 
cinnati and of the Union Nativnal of Ohicago, 
and the Second National of Néw York was the 
New York correspondent of the First National of 
Chicago. All Of these banks, however, are 
exceedingly strong ones, and are 
not apt to be in any way affected. by the failures. 

None of our local bankers look for any want of 
confidence here, and, without exception, they ex- 
press themselves as glad, since the crash was 
coming, that it had come now, and notin the 
fall, when some might not bein such excellent 
shape to meet trouble. 

THOS. k. TUTT., 

A reporter called on Mr. Thos, R. Tutt, the 
president of the Third National, and asked him 
what he thought of the news from New 
York. Mr. Tuts said that ne had just 
received a dispatch eontradicting the rumor that 
the Phoenix had failed, and as far as the other 
concerns went, he believed that the breaking had 
followed from want of confidence alone, and from 
uo other reason. 

“At any rate,” said he, “I am quite sure the 
trouble will be confined to Wall street and to the 
banks who have been advancing on stock collat 
eral.”

of them have eaten each other out, and 
quite a number. of firms really in- 
solvént for u long time back have caved 
in under the stress of a sharp demand for 
settlements. You see, really, that there has not 
deen a strong demand for money In New York, It 
has been and is cheap—on good security. I know 
of a large loan being made there recently at 1% 
percent.

From the board at Tracy & Bell’s a statement

be gutted, that a fraudulent sale cannot con- 
vey a good title, that water is not wealth, 
and the familiar experience is repeated that 
people who were unwilling to part with 
their stocks at par are now hastening to sell 
at fifty cents on the dollar, in order to avoid 
selling them at ten cents, There isa real 
and genuine panic of this kind, but thus far 
it has done little harm outside of a circle of 
speculators and gamblers whom the country 
can well afford to see disappear. . 


SERMONS ON GAMBLING. 

For some time past the preachers here 
have been preaching against gambling, and 
legislators have been legislating against it 
with poor success. Prevented in one shape 
it has reappeared in another, and bas in- 
creased to such dimensions that finally Proy- 
idence has stepped in to preach some telling 
sermons, and to impress their truth on the 
public mind. 1 

The ruin of VILLARD and his friends 
was a powerful sermon against gambling. 

The disaster whigh overtook the securi- 
ties of the West Shore Railroad was another 
most impressive sermon.

The most effective sermon, however, the 
one which impresses itself most deeply on 
the largest number of hearers, is the sermon 
preached by the present quotations of stocks. 
Such gamblers as find themselves in posses- 
sion of Western Union, Union Pacific, N orth- 
ern Pacific, Wabash Pacific and other favor- 
ite gambling stocks must now be convinced 
of the wickedness and folly of gambling. 

The gambling stock-brokers in New York 
who are announcing their suspensions as 
we write, falling like autumn leaves, and hay- 
ing their stocks sold out under the rules,“ 
must be under conviction that gambling 
is sinful. Their creditors must also be con- 
vinced of that painful truth. 

Let us trust that the lesson will be so im- 
pressive on them that they will abandon 
their wicked ways and hereafter allow val 
ues to be determined by the legitimate in- 


fluences.

WHAT AILS STOCKS. 

It is rumored that the Union Pacific will 
pass its next dividend and may cease to pay 
dividends for several years. There is some 
expectation that it may soon be placed un- 
der the protection of an amicable receiver- 
ship. The stockholders who paid 120 for 
their stock and have seen. it ehrink one-half 
in value, are very severe on the Government 
Directors, and say that, if these had done 
their duty, the real condition of the property 
would have been known and the Gould 
party could not have unloaded at such ex- 
orbitant figures. It is now pretty generally 
understood that the Government Directors 
have served only as a blind for the swin- 
dling operations of the managers of the Pa- 
cific roads. 

While Union Pacific stacks have sunk to 
45 that road is offering to lease the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company’s proper- 
ty, paying allits fixed debts and guarantee- 
ing eight per cent dividenda on its stocks, 
which are worth only 75 on the market. 

The Central Pacific punctually pays divi- 
dends on its stocks, and yet, within a year, 
they have sunk from 75 to 39 and a fraction. 
Why are they not worth par when they are 
yielding 6 per cent on par valuation? Simply 
because four men have pocketed 680, 000, O00 
out of the earnings of that preperty, and, 
having built the Southern Pacific free from 
any Government lien, are now known to be 
unloading the Central Pacific stock, intend- 
ing, when they succeed, to divert traffic to 
the Squthern Pacific until the Central Pacific 
is wrecked and they oan get it back for the 
prior lien mortgage bonds, with the svock 
and the Government lien wiped out. 

The failure of both State and National 
Governments to provide a proper code to re- 
strain the managers of corporate property 
has enabled the manipulators of such prep- 
erty to swindle multitudes of investors and 
to steal all of the vast sums subscribed or 
loaned by the United States, by States and 
municipalities in aid of railroad and bridge- 
building. 

These facts explain why stocks paying 6 
per cert dividends run down ina few months 
from 120 to 40, while Government 4 per cents 


are worth 122.

WIDESPREAD TERROR. 


A Large Pafty of Navajos Indians on 
the Warpath. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. ~ 

DENVER, Col, May 14.—Abouttwo weeks ago 
a large partv ot Navajos wandered off their 
reservation and went on the warpath, most of 
them being armed, They immediately set about 
committing depredations, and ereated wide spread 
terror among the white settlers in the towns of 
the San Juan country. Eight of the warriors 
wenttoa place called Mitchell’s Ranch, about 
150 wiles to the southwest of St. Louis, where 
they stole some stock. They went away, but soon 
returned and declared their intention of carrying 
of all the provisions they wanted. 
There were present at the ranch 
at the time old man Mitenell. 


his three sons and six others. These were all 
Whites and they drove the Iudtaus off about 100 
yards from the store. The Indians opened fire, 
which was returned, The baltle lasted for some 
time, when the ludians retreated. Two of their 
number were Killed and several wounded. Two 
of the whites were slightly wounded, The latest 
news received from the heighborhood of Mitecl- 
ell’s Rauche is to ihe effect that all the whites 
and fifteen soldiers have been murdered. A man 
named Pete Jensen, astage driver, bas arrived 
at Durango. He saya, alter the battle with the 
warriors two weeks ago, a courier was dispatched 
to Fort Lewis. On arriving at the Fort, ine com- 
mander detailed fifteen suidiers to go to the res- 
cue of the whites. The soldiers arrived there in 
due time. Soon alterward, about 400 Indians 
surrounded the store and the remainder retired 
tothe adjoining bill. The ebief approached the 
store and made a demand for the body of old 
man Mitenell. He said his warriors wanted 
“Billy Dechez,” the name by which Mitchell is 
Known to the [udians. 

THE CHIEF SAID 
that Mitche!ll had killed one of the warriors in the 
fight, and that his tribe wanted revenge. A 
lengthy parley was indulged. The Chief returned 
to his warriors, and this is all that is known. No 
definite news bas sluce been received from the 
ranch, and Jausen says that the savages 
have wreaked their vengeance on the whites. 
He states that the Indians have been threatening 
to exterminate the whites from the country for 
some time,and have been making preparations 
—;; to that end. Jansen thinks there were 
about forty persons at the ranche at the time the 
store was surrounded. Most ofthese were well 
armed, but they would not be able to contend 
against the overwhelming numberof Iudiaus. 
The scene of the trouble is on tre er San 
Juan River in Southern Utah. Owing to the

4 Tale of Confidential Contracts and 
Investments in Seeret Influences. 


Gath’s Special to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Mi. Fish made the following statement in a 
slow way, apparently recolleeting with some difi- 
culty under the pressure he had been in for the 
past six days. I do not vouch for this language: 

“The first time that I lent Mr. Ward money in 
any amount was on bis representation to me that 
he had opportunities to supply flour to the olty of 
New York. In a general way, I inferred that he 
got these contracts to sell the flour to the elty 
through Mr. Edson, the President of the Produce 
Exchange, where Ward was employed. My recol- 
lection is that there was a confidentialiiy about 
the transaction. or that he told me that it was g 
matter of favor that he got it. It turned out well, 
for he paid the money back with interest. I 
mention this matter,” said Mr. Fish, “to show 
that from the beginuing of my relations with Mr, 
Ward there were matters which he represented 
that were too confidential for me to have any- 
thing directly to do with them. I was not much 
of a man for politicians, and did not care to know 
how he got the flour contract, and 1 do not know 
now if there were any flour contracts except that 
he said so. Now, within the past several months 
Mr. Ward has represented to me that he hada 
confidential understanding by which he furnished 


to the Government the supplies. I supposed that 
through ike Grant amy, or the friends of the 
Grauts, he might have sume such contracts. 1 
bad no reason to suspect anything he said, lor we 
had now been doing business for six or seven 
years together.” 

„Mr. Fish, what did he first say about those 
contructs?” 

“Why, ne said to me, after he had been in a 
great Variety of transactions, all of which turned 
out well, that it would be a good thing to get the 
contracts lor Goverument supplies; and I think 
he mentioned the names of Chaffee and Elkins, 
who Had been in Cougtess and Knew about bust 
ness of that sort. Ine impression was put on 
my mind. that I had better not have any direct 
. ou the subject, as I was in a National 
Bank. supposed that he might be arrauging to 
supply stores not only to the army posts and to 
the Indians, perhaps to the navy, or wherever the 
Government bought its supplies. I did not know 
any thing about Gevernment business. To con- 
firm this idea, Ward introduced me to Chaffee 
and Elkins, sitting in his offige. and I thought 
that they were a portion of tie seueme, or that 
their friendship and Knowledge had been of ad- 
vantage to Ward as the partner of Mr. Chaffee's 
sou-in-law aud Gen. Grant's son.“ 

“Mr. Fish. do you think he had any Govern- 
ment contracts of that kind?“ 

Wapedia. Whatever,“ said Mr. Fish. “l am 
now satis ea the whole thlug was an, invention 
andamyth! I do not believe he had any kina of 
contract. Mr. Ward, however, had been in such 
various transactions, Whicu he managed entirely 
by himself, that I considered it was not my busi 
ness to Know 100 minutely.“ 

Said I: “I think that portion of the business is 

what ihe public most demand to know, for it will 
account for the large loans Ward made.“ 
{then asked Mr. Fish if Gen, Grant had done 
anything that he knew of in the coutraet matter. 
91 r now he knew anything about 
It,“ said Mr Fish. “But before these disclosures 
I did think that Grant or Grant's friends might 
have given Mr. Ward the opportunity. . 
Ward said to me on at least one occasion that 1 
now saw the advisability of his having brought 
the Grants into business relation with us. He 
referred to the matter of these confidential con- 
tracts. I did pot speak about these things to 
Grant, or Chaffee, or Elkins, or any of the 
others, because the idea had been conveyed to 
me that it Was strickly confidential aud a rather 
delicate thing.“ 

“How coulda man have got such large sums 
of money on representations of that kind aud not 
have been dishopest?” 

J don’t see any thing init but raseality,“ said 
Mr. Fish. “The young mao bad won my confi- 
denee through a period of very active years. I 
never saw apy thing about him to disturb my 
faith. Perhaps I should have been more parti- 
cular to know about these things, but my own 
bank occupied ali my time, andthe business of 
Grant & Ward was Ward’s own lavor, When we 
enlarged our partnership, or rather increased the 
capital, at the time that General Grant wanted 
to put in more wagon it was arranged that Ward 
should have the entire management, should sign 
the ebeeks and Keep the books.“ 

“Mr. Fish, what was the amount of money ori- 
ginally put into the firm of Grant & Wara?’’ 

“Three hundred thousand dollars. Buck 
Grant put in $100,000, l put in $100,000 and Ward 
$100,000. 

“Did you have any previous knowledge of Buck 
Grant before he went inte the firm?’ 

“Hardly any. Ward had gone up to Wall street 
and taken a desk there in the offive of Dominick 
& Co., who were members of the Stock Exchange. 
He had a number of trausactions there wulch all 
turned out profitable as far as my interest in 
them was concerned. I think it probable that 
while he was at that desk he made the acquaini- 
ance of Buck Grant. He came tome and said 
that Grant wanted him o go into business ana 
nave a general brokerage and banktiug-nouse. I 
told Ward that while I had respect for Gen. Grant 
as auseful citizen, ne was a politician, and I 
did not put any stress on a business man because 
of his public eminence, I declined at first to be 
introduced to young Grant, on the ground that 
Ward had better attend to bis own concerns, and 
it there Was any arrangement made tu make it 
himself. However, ne did-usk me to dinner one 
day, and there was young Graot. He seemed to 
be a young man of good appearance and address 
and fair knowledge of the world. I thought he 
must have been a pretty good fellow to have at- 
tracted Ward as he had done. They wanted me 
to put my name in the house, but I said: ‘No; 
you boys attend to the business yourselves, i 
will help yeu te the extent of §100,000,’ which 1 
could then afford to do.“ 

«When did Gen, Grant come into that firm, and 
what did he put in?” 

“Grant did not speak of coming into the firm, 
nor 1 did not hear of his coming in, until after 
Garfieid had been elected President. Possibly 
Gen. Grant may have thought the Presidential 
office would come to himself again. Anyhow, 
after Garficld was elected Grant said that he 
would have to find something to do, and Ward 
proposed to me to let him in the firm. I queried 
rfther than objecten to the matter, becsuse 1 
thought the firm was duing pretty well and there 
were already three persons init with an equal 
interest.

Arrangements for the Republican 
Gathering at Chicago. 


The Candidates All Busy— The Hall in 
Which the Convention Will be Held. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHic Ado, May 14.—The impending struggle in 
the National Republican Convention promises to 
be vigorous. and friendiv. The meeting will be 
called to order at 12 o’clock noon on Tuesday, 
June 3. by Senator Sabin of Minnesota, chair- 
man of the National Committee, and it is alto- 
gether probable that Senator Hoar, who is one of 
the delegates at large from Massachusetts, will 
be made temporary cbairman. His services in 
presiding at the convention here lu 1880 gave gen- 
eral satisfaction, and there seems to be a general 
feeling that the position should again be tendered 
him. Col. Roberts of Iliinois aud C. L. Magee, 
who were made secretaries four years ago, are 
not delegates this year, and an effort

C. E. Fuller of MIllinois and Andrew 


Y. D. White, of New York as secretaries. All 
these men are so well versed in parliamentary 
usages that the deliberations of the vast assembly 
will move along smoothly in their bands. 
THE VARIOUS PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES 
are fully in the preliminary field, notwithstandin 
their wild protestations before the public, au 
the friends and agents of most of them are now 
here making preparation for the decisive con- 
test. Logan has a home here, but his residence 
is rented to oiher parties, and he has engaged 
apartments atone ofthe leading hotels as his 
headquarters. Blaine has also made a contract 
for a suite of rooms ut one ofthe more retired 
hotels and is expected to have no less than filteen 
friends to assist him.
